There is an example in the British Museum 
which was given to Sir A. W. Franks by the Rt. Hon. W. H. 
Gregory. 


A gold and bloodstone oval Snuffbox with a crest and initials 7.M. 
in monogram ; and an aventurine Scent. Bottle. of vase form, in

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with circular palace scene ; and a tortoiseshell Snuffbox, the lid

A decorative French oval gold and enamel Snuffbox, the lid painted 
with a miniature of a man in profile to dexter on a blue ground

“ D. Quare London No. 431’, in tortoiseshell outer case 


An 18-carat gold Watch, by Edwards ; and the Key 


A silver Watch, by Viet, London, with finely decorated jewel, the 
back set with an enamel believed to be of Queen Caroline, in a 
case mounted with a medal of Queen Caroline 


A Carriage Watch, in tortoiseshell outer case, by George Pryor, 
London, late 18th Century, with Eastern numerals ; an 18th Cen- 
tury silver Watch with enamelled face, with chatelaine; two 
others, in chased silver cases ; and a fifth in tortoiseshell 5 


AN EARLY 18TH CENTURY Watcu, by Le Roy, Paris, in enamel 
gold case ; and two late 18th Century gold Watches, one with an 
enamel of classical design, the other with a landscape with figures, 
and repeating action 2 


An English Watch, by Dawson, London, in repoussé silver case and 
outer shagreen case ; four other Watches with repoussé silver 
cases, three with enamel dials 5 


An enamel Snuffbox, painted in sepia with battle and camp scenes, 
the interior of the lid with a mediaeval castle and warriors ;
